No sueii casi-^. are li.dore the At- 
torney (ieneral of the I ' iiited StatOt 
tor his action or decision. 

Furthermore, no law has ever 
been passed by Congress, granting 
any bounties whatever to any sol 
diers for service In the late Span 
Ish-Amerlcan War of 1608 and 
18<JU. Certain laws were passed 
giving extra pay to such soldiers 
In certain cases In lieo of a far- 
lough or A leave of absence. But 
In nearly all such cases the soldiers 
who were entitled to such extra 
pay have already been paid It, 

In regard to bounty due to sol- 
diers from the Cnited Slates for 
»ervice in the Civil War of 1861- 
ISO.'i, no recent biiunly laws liavo 
buen passed. The last general 
liounty law enacted liy the I'nitod
